ANTAGONISMS OF

Executive Asserts Security 
Is More Likely to Result 
From Fair and Honorable 
Dealings.

OMAHA, Neb,, Oct. 6.—Prest- 


dent Coolidge, addressing the 
American Legion convention here 
today, declared that the result of 
the World War will be lost and the 
nations of the world will prepare 
for another conflict unless racial 
antagonisms are demobilized and e 
universal atfitude of toleration is 
created. 

“If our country is to have any 


position of leadership,” he added, 
“T trust it may be in that dtree- 
tion, and I believe that the place 
where it should begin is at home.” 

Asserting that no nation ever 
had or_ever will have an army 
large enough to guarantee it 
against attack in time ef peace or 
to insure its victory in war, the 
President said that “peace and se- 
curity are more likely to regult 
from fair and honbrable dealings 
and mutual agreements for a limi. 
tation of armaments among the na- 
tions than by any attempt at com- 
petition in squadrens and _bat- 
} talions,” 

“No doubt this country 
continued, “could, if it wished to 
spend more money, make a better 
military force, but that is only 
part of the problem that confronts 
the Government. The real ques- 
tion is whether spending more 
money, to make a better military 
force would really make a bette 
country. ;

“It is for the civil authority te 
determine what appropriations 
shall be granted, what appoint- 
ments shall be made, and what 
rules shall be adopted for the 
conduct of its armed forces 
Whenever the military power 
starts dictating to the civil authors 
ity, by whatsoever means adopted, 
the liberties of the country are 
beginning to end.

‘Remains at Daily Task of Re- 
' ceiving Pilgrims While 
Aids Take Vacation.

ROME, Sept. 12.—-While moat of- 
ficial and professiona] Romans took 
a respite from the stifling heat, ac- 
cording to custom, Pope Pius XI 
‘not only deprived himself of a va- 
cation, also according to custom, 
but his duties as head of the Cath- 
'olic Church trebled because of Holy 
‘Year pilgrimages. 


When hundreds of his subordl- 


nates were enjoying the cool moun- | 


tain breezes or refreshing sea bath- 
‘ing, the Pontiff remained at his 
post in the Vatican, receiving hun- 
dreds of thovsands in audience. 
‘His day's program has been filled 
'from early until late, virtually ev- 
ery minute being devoted to impart- 
ing blessings: tp members of his 
‘Church. 


The Pope is one of the first of the | 
'2000 inhabitants of the Vatican to | 


be astir. and the light in his study 
‘is always burning some hours after 
‘his fatigued assistants have retired. 
|} His mornings usually are taken up 
by receiving in private audience

There the 
Pope repairs to repeat the cere- 
mony while the first group is being 
ushered out by another exit and 
the first hall is being refilled, with 
another pilgrimage, perhaps from 
the opposite side of the globe. The

The Pontiff then goes to his pri- 
vate dining room for lunch, after 
which he sometimes takes a short 
nap.
